Crown’s Procedure 


In Libel Case 
Claimed Correct 


That the Edmonton Journal 
imputed “without any justifi- 
cation whatsoever” improper 
conduct by the Crown in the 
recent libel cases is charged in 
a statement issued today by 
the Alberta Attorney - Gen- 
eral’s department. 

The statement issued by H. J, 
Wilson, deputy  attorney-general 
has reference to an editorial pub 
lished in the Journal Tuesday 

The paragraph complained of by 
provincial law authorities reads 

“In future it is to be hoped the 
law officers of the Crown in Al 
berta will refrain from atiempting 
to do indirectly, what, under the 
law, may not be done directly. That 
we understand, is a fundamental of 
law that is drilled into students in 
law school, and practicing barristers 
are not supposed to forget it.” 

In reply Mr. Wilson states 

“The fair inference from this 
statement is that the law officers of 
the Crown acted improperly in ad 
vising the laying of the charges of 
conspiracy to commit a defamatory 
libel and were doing something that 
even a student at law would know 
was improper.” 

Mr. Wilson then points out that 
the charges of conspiracy and 


counselling were attacked by coun-| 


sel for Cooke and Dingman in the 
supreme court of QOntario but all 
charges were upheld by Mr. Justice 
Barlow who held the Alberta courts 
had jurisdiction to try these cases. 

Mr. Justice McBride again up- 
held the jurisdiction of the Al- 
berta courts to hear the cases, the 
statement asserts. 


“It will thus seem,” states Mr. | 


Wilson, “that the law officers of the 
Crown were doing directly what 
was permitted by the provisions of 
the Criminal Code, and whatever 
views there may be as to these pro- 
visions, or whether they should be 
amended, is no concern of the law 
officers of the Crown but is the 
sole concern of the parliament of 
Canada. 

“The counsel engaged to advise

The Wrong Men for the Job 


The general freight rate enquiry con- 
ducted by the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners can be little more than a farce 
because it can only be a repetition of the 
prolonged hearings that resulted in a 21 
per cent freight rates boost. 

The seven provinces whose protests 
against this award induced the federal 
government to order this second enquiry 
have already covered the whole field of 
freight rate inequalities in their previous 
submissions 

Alberta, for instance, argued vigor- 
ously against the discriminations that 
stultify the economic progress of this 
province. Alberta's brief called ettention to 
the iniquity of the very basis of the freight 
rate structure, the system that automati- 
caly imposes upon the prairie provinces a 
26 per cent inequality as compared to the 
basic rates in Ontario and Quebec and a 
46 per cent inequality upon freight traffic 
in British Columbia, 

In short, every phase of the freight 


rate situation in this province was ade- 
quately covered by the earlier submissions, 

What more is there to say? 

In ordering the new enquiry, the fed- 
eral government assumes that new evi- 
dence should be offered to support the case 
of those who protest, The proper assump- 
tion would be that the same evidence 
should be considered from a broader stand- 
point. 

What is needed is not new evidence 
but new judges. 

Obviously the Board of Transport 
Commissioners, dealing with the same set 
of facts as before, can do nothing else than 
arrive at the same conclusions. Otherwise 
the Board would proclaim its own inepti- 
tude at the initial enquiry. 

It is not reasonable to ask a court of 
any kind to hear an appeal from its own 
findings. For that reason the argument of 
the protesting provinces that the matter 
should be placed in the hands of a royal 
commission is unanswerable,

Armed Forces 
Want Recruits 


Editor, Bulletin—In reply to a 
recent anonymous letter (“A 
Listener In”) published in your 
newspaper dated 6th April, the 
following information is  sub- 
mitted: 

The advertising campaign that 
is presently being put forth by 
the three armed forces is most 
certainly designed to gain suit- 


able recruits and not, as the 
anonymous writer suggests, a 
subterfuge whereby the armed 


services, in the event of hostilities 
at any time, can say that they 
called for volunteers but few or 
nome came forth. Such a sugges- 
tion is unpardonable, especially 
in the light of the present state 
of world affairs, 


The recruiting drive is directed 
toward three main groups, Firstly, 
single men between the ages of 
17 and 30 who have a high school 
education, Secondly, skilled 
tradesmen (ex-servicemen who 
may be married) who require 
little or no trade training. Third- 
ly, university graduates chiefly 
from the faculties of pure and 
applied science. In every case, 
certain medical standards have to 
be met. The need for medical 
standards in the armed forces is 
too obvious for any further com- 
ment, Space precludes the pos- 
sibility of outlining a full explana- 
tion of the medical and educa- 
tional requirements at this time, 
just as funds and space limit the 
present advertising campaigns to 
merely giving an outline of the 
requirements, It is designed 
more to arouse an interest in men 
who will take the trouble to make 
suitable enquiries and so receive 
detailed information applicable 
to the particular case. 

In order to maintain a highly 
skilled armed force capable of 
rapid expansion in time of em- 
ergency, only the most qualified 
and medically fit personnel can 
be accepted for service, especi- 
ally when the armed forces must 
be maintained on a peace-time 
budget.

“War is Not Inevitable” was as 
welcome as the first robin in the 
spring. 

After weeks and weeks of

More editorials and more arti- 
cles suggestive of the logic of 
peace and neighborliness rather 
than the logic of war and utter 
destruction will certainly raise 
the hopes of a war-weary world 
pathetically licking its self-inflict- 
ed wounds, Let us remember Mr, 
Trygve Lie’s words at the Hyde 
Park ceremony in memory of the 
great President Roosevelt that in 
the next war as in the last there 
can be no victors—only victims 
of human greed and folly.

Czechoslovakia is pursuing to 
the bitter end her post-war policy 
of removing all Germans from her 
western boundary zone so that 
they can't again be a threat to 
her security as they were in '39~— 
and who can blame her, 

It's goimg on 10 years since 
your columnist reported the tri- 
umphal Hitlerian procession over 
flower-strewn roads into little 
Czechoslovakia’s Sudetenla nd 


which had been handed the 
Fuerner by the Allies at the 
Munich conference, 

In the public square of the 


ancient city of Eger | stood on a 
reviewing platform and heard the 
Nazi chief's harsh gutturals pour 
out through loudspeakers to the 
great crowd of citizens 

When Hitler over-ran Czecho- 
slovakia a little later, there were 
in the Sudetenland close to 3,000- 
000 Germans, and perhaps an- 
other 500,000 in Czechoslovakia, 
These people, tiue to their blood, 
helped betray Czechoslovakia to 
the enemy 

So this should never happen 
again, Czech authorities after the 
war began forthwith to deal with 
the situation and by the middle 
of 1947 more than 3,000,000 Ger- 
mans had been thrown back into 
Germany, Most of these came 


from the Sudetenland, and they 
were replaced by Czechs. 

Since then other Germans have 
been sent back or have been 
transferred to various parts of 
Czechoslovakia, until there re- 
main only 200,000—mostly skilled 
workers—in the northwest and 
southwest border areas of Czecho- 
slovakia, Prague government has 
decreed that they must move 

The United States zone in Ger- 
many announced last autumn that 
it wouldn't accept any more 
forced populations transfers. Rus- 
sia said some would be admitted 
to the Soviet zone of Germany 
So Prague has ordered that all 
of the remaining Germans, ex 
cepting those admitted into the 
Soviet zone, must be dispersed 
into the interior of Czechoslova- 
kia, That will clear the border 
area completely 

Well, at least Germany got 
back these 3,000,000 and they un- 
doubtedly are a godsend, for 
labor is needed there Apart 
from more than 2,000,000 German 
soldiers killed in the war, 4,000,- 
000 were wounded and close to 
3,000,000 are recorded as missing. 
Undoubtedly many of the miss- 
ing are among the great numbers 
who still are prisoners-of-war in 
European allied countries, Russia 
has a large number.
